BUSIN ESS. 
AN IMPROVEMENT FOR THE WEEK. 
New York, March 2 — Special.] — The 
dispatches to Bradstreet’s this week from 
the trade-centres of the United States again 
tell of improved feeling in general trade, and 
this in spite of a com paratively large increase 


in the number of failures reported for the 


week. 
The cotton situation is: unchanged, save a 


somewhat greater faith in big erop-figures 


gives a downward tendency to prices. 

The cabie reports of the very unfavorable 
aspects of the wheat-crop prospects in the 
United Kingdom and in Western Europe 
Thursday caused an advance in the foreign 
prices of both wheat and corn, and this was 
reflected in an advance in the American mar- 
kets, which for the week was nearly one 
cent per bushel on wheat and from one and 
a half to two cents on corn, 

The imports of dry goods atthe Port of 
New York for the week to Friday night, 
March 2, show an increase over last week of 
over 100 per cent. These are the largest fig- 
ures of imports this year, and show a large 
increase in the volume of business. 

The iron market has recorded no improve- 
ment over last week except as to the general 
feeling throughout the trade, that is better, 
and is due, as may be supposed, to the ap- 
proachof the adjournment of Congress. Man- 
ufactured iron is quiet. 

AN IMPROVED STOCK MARKET. 

An improvement in the stock market has 
been observable this week as compared with 
last, but the more notable fact is that this 
improvement has been accompanied by a 
growing feeling of public confidence. Last 
week it seemed that Wall street was in its 
lowest depths of gloom. Nothing but mis- 
fortune was to seen to whatever 
quarter of the country the observer 
turned his eyes. Since then the weather 
has grown a little milder, Congress has come 
so much nearer to its unlamented end, and 
each day brings us closer to spring and the 
usual revivai of trade.

IN THE SWAMP. 
FAILURE OF ANOTHER LEATHER FIRM. 
New York, March 2.—[Special.}—Great 

surprise was caused in the swamp“ today 
by the announcement of the failure of 
Humphrey & Co., wholesale dealers in hides 
and leather, who made au assigninent with- 
out preference to Enos Wilder. The firm 
did a very large business, amounting to over 
$1,000,000 a year. Some conservative firms 
in the “swamp” thought it did too much 
business for its capital and made too much 
paper, the volume of which was estimated 
at $400,000. On an easy money market the 
paper sold at low rates. From friends 
ot the firm it was learned that 
the liabilities would amount to between 
$600,000 and $700,000, of which about 8400. 
000 is on notes of the firm held largely by 
banks iu this city and Boston. The assets 
are large, consisting of property, stock, and 
accounts, and it is thought that the firm may 
pay in full. The failure is attributable to 
overtrading and the stringency of the money 
market in affecting the sale of the firm’s 
paper, which was detrimental to its ex- 
tended business. A prominent leather 
merchant in the “swamp” said that 
he did not think the failure 
would have a serious effect on the leather 
trade. ‘The banks had been a little slow re- 
cently in accepting the paper of leather firms, 
because there was a good deal out, and on 
account of the length of time during which 
much of the capital of the firms was locked 
up in the vats of the tanneries while the 
hides were becoming leather. ‘Theincreased 
caution of the banks had made it hard for 
some houses to meet their obligations on 
time, and he thought this the chief cause of the 
suspension of Humphreys & Co. It was one 
of the principal causes of the failure of M. 
Armstrong & Sons, and that failure un- 
o- btedly had much to do in bringing · about 
s one. ä

EFFECTS OF EATING RAW HAM. : 
New Yorks, March 2.—|Sgecial.]—Sanitary 
Superintendent Day made public the result 
of his investigations in the cases of 
trichiniasis reported in the family of George 
Stepback. On the léth ult. the family par- 
took of portions of a raw ham which had 
been purchased at a neighborme provision 
store, and two days later Mrs. Stepback was 
taken sick with nausea and vomi „She 
experienced great pain in the ominal 
region, accompanied by diarrhea. There 
were also severe painsin the arms and le 
especially on the left side. The eyelids am 
face became swollen. The next day her 
eldest child, a girl 8 years of age, was 
taken sick with the same symptoms, though 
in a wilder form, and two days later Ste 
back himseit was laid up with the same sink. 
ness. A physician who was called in to at- 
tend the patients, diagnosed the disease as 
trichiniasis. The patients improved under 
the proper treatment, and are pronounced 
out of danger, although they are still very 
weak trom their sufferings. The ham of 
which the family had partaken was cooked 
the next day, and portions of the cooked 
meat were given Prof. Janeway for micro- 
scopie examination. No traces of trichine 
were found, as tne parosites had been de- 
stroyed by the process of cooking. Dr. Day 
said that the case was one of undoubted 
trichiniasis, but in a mild form, and cases of 
that kind, though rare, will occasionally ap- 
past as long as people persist in eating raw 
am and pork.

Tue representatives of the people at Spring- 
field should know that the time has come 
when their eonstituents are ready for a law 
that will secure to them good roads all over 
the State. For some weeks to come there 
will be a virtual embargo on the traffic and 
travel between farms and hamlets situated 
not more than two or three miles from a 
railway. The direct damage of that embar- 
go was well illustrated by Judge Milton 
Hay, of Springfield, two or three days ago, 
His farm is situated only three miles from 
the railway. Last spring he had 15,000 
bushels of corn ready for market. At the 
time it was worth 75 cents per bushel; but 
it was simply impossible to get it hauled to 
the railway. When the roads had become 
settled the price had fallen 15 cents per 
bushel, entailing a loss on this single lut of 
corn of $2,250. This all would have been 


saved by a good road of only three miles. 


Such losses are of constant oecurrence, and 
we presume thousands of other farmers have 
suffered in the same manner. The loss of 
wealth to the State by the mud embargoes 
on business sure to recur both in the spring 
and fall of every year amounts to millions of 
dollars aunually. During these weeks and 


months the rallways are comparatively idle. 


Merchants in cities and towns lose their trade, 
and business generally is sadly demoralized. 

Bat there is another view of the. financial 
importance of a system of good roads, which 
when carried out to its certain and legiti- 
mate results almost surpasses belief. The 
State of Illinois contains in round numbers 
some 56,000 square miles, equal to 35,840,000 
acres. Good roads would add at least $1 to 
the value of every acre of land in the State. 
Such an increase would add $35,840,000 to the 
taxable values of Illinois. In any relation in 
which the subject can be discussed there is 
surely abundant reason why a law should 
be passed at once that ‘will give the people in 


‘avery few years good roads all over the 


State.

THE ELLIOTT MURDER. 

The bloody encounter between the two 
toughs, Elliott and Dunn, at the New Tivoli 
restaurant oh Thursday evening was only 
partially compensatory in its results. That 
it would not have happened had we proper 

lice regulations, it is unnecessary to say. 

n reality, if we had proper police regula- 
tions it is questionable whether runways of 
this kind for disreputable persons would not 
be closed up. It is questionable Whether 
two desperadves would be allowed to hunt 
for eath other night after night in public re- 
sorts, with the avowed, intention of killing 
each other. It is questionable whether men 
of the stamp of Elliott and Dunn would be 
allowed that freedom of fist and pistol now 
vouchsafed them, 

Elliott's fate was the logical outcome of his 
desperate course of life. If he had not been 
killed by Duna, he would probably -have 
killed Dunn sooner or later. It is imma- 
terial what may have been the cause of the 
dislike existing between these two crim- 
inals. Dunn had publicly advertised he 
would “stop” Elliott if he attacked him. 
Elliott had been equally free with his decia- 
rations what he would do if attacked by 
Dunn. As loafers of this kind, notwith- 
standing their boasted courage, rarely attack 
each other outside of the prize-ring except 
with deadiy weapons, it became a matter of 
certainty that when these two roughs met 
one or the other of them would pass in his 
chips.“ Fortunately they met in a piace 
where there was littie danger that any re- 
spectable person couid be hurt by their cow- 
ardly mode of fighting. They were in the 
midst of their kind—gamblers, sluggers, 
roughs, and the demi-monde. The time 
had come, and as the denouement 
depended upon rapidity, “ Mr.“ Dunn waived 
all preliminaries of courtesy and commenced 
his work at once with his gun“ on Mr.“ 
Elliott. After its first crack pandemonium 
reigned. In the midst of smashing chande- 
liers, breaking tables and chairs, cursing 
men, screaming prostitutes, and bullets fly- 
ing about indiscriminately, the two tigers 
fought their way froin one end of the deu to 
the other. There were witnesses to the en- 
eounter of ample strength and determination 
to have stopped it after the men grappled 
each other, but it was an amusement of their 
kind, and of course the police did not arrive 
until the duel had been substantially fought 
out and Elliott had received his death-wound. 

The biographical record ot Elliott shows 
that he was a prize-fighter, a bank-rubber, a 
garroter, a pickpocket, and a burglar, and 
though but 36 years of age about twelve of 
the last twenty years have been spent in 
prisons for various crimes. It cannot be 
truthfully said that the above characteristics 
are such as commended him to the love and 
respect of his fellow-citizens. However he 
may have stood in the estimation of his own 
class of associates and friends, he did not oc- 
cupy a position in this community or arouse 
a feeling of regard which will cause wide- 
spread mourning over his sudden departure 
from amongst us. On the other hand, among 
respectable, law-abiding peopie there will be 
a feeling of relief that he has gone and a 
sense of satisfaction hat Mr.“ Dunn so suc- 
eessfully got in his work. At the same time 
retributive justice has not been fully satis- 
fied. Dunn’s record upon the whole is not 
much cleaner than his victim’s. Theugh not 
a prize-fighter by profession, he was trainer 
of fighters and a fighter where prizes are not 
concerned. He had committed many des- 
perate assaults. He had murdered his man 
and seen the insidé of a penitentiary, and 
was let loose thro “ political influence,” 
and it is said had been sentenced in New 
York for defrauding houses of a bad charac- 


His services as a citizen of Chicago could 
have been spared quite as easily as those of 
“Mr.” Elliott. Dunn, as he had many a time 
bousted he would, “stopped” Elliott. II 
Elliott had also “stopped” Dunn the en- 
counter would have had its legitimate outgo 
and the whole community would have been 
satisfied, outside the crowd who have been 
accustomed to dance attendance upon the 
two roughs.

AMENDING INDICTMENTS. 

The cause of criminal-law reform, which 
has been promoted in various details by 
action of the Senate, received a setback in that 
ody when the bill to permit trivial tech- 
nical defects in indictments to be corrected 
by the County-Attorneys was defeated bya 
vote of 19 for and 23 against. 

It was the criminal lawyers in the Senate 
and the influence they were able to exert 
that brought about the defeat of this meas- 
ure in the interest of justice, which is a 
necessary link in the chain of law reform. 
The opposition of this class of Senators is 
based not merely upon narrow prejudice, 
but also upon a seits desire to leave as 
many loopholes as possible for the escape 
of criminals from conviction.and punish- 
ment when they are defended. by attorneys 
shrewd enough to take advantage of tech- 
nical defects in the proceedings. From 
this point of view it is not too much to say 
that the criminal lawyers in the Legislature 
are betraying a solemm trust confided to 
them by the publie in order to serve the 
enemies of law and society. 

The refusal of the Senate to pass the bill 

in question follows a refusal some days ago 
to increase the compensation paid to the 
County-Attorneys throughout the State out- 
side of Cook County. The public prose- 
cutors in the rural districts are paid only the 
miserable pittance of $400 a year. It follows 
as 4 matter of course that only young and in- 
experienced men or notoriously bad lawyers 
can be induced to take these positions at such 
wretched compensation. 
As a rule the prosecution of criminals is 
placed in the hands of law students, who 
take it up to learn the anatomy of the crim- 
inal law. They remain public prosecutors 
only long enough to become familiar with 
,allthe expedients for delay, continuances. 
overthrow of indictments on flimsy techni- 
ealities, new trials, and otter methods for 
defeating justice, and then they turn crim- 
inal lawyers to make a living in beating the 
“people” which the Legisiature denies to 
them for the work of prosecution of crim- 
mals. a 

It is not strange that, while tne State de- 
pends upon such weak material to support 
its criminal prosecutions, the experienced 
lawyers for felons should usually be able 
to find some flaws in the indictments mich 
enable them either to get their felonious cli- 
ents free or else to bostpoue their trials in- 
definitly and give them time to buy up or 
run off the witnesses against them and man- 
ufacture evidence in thtir own behalt.

There is no reason to suppose that the Su- 
preme Court would hold a law for the cor- 
rection of formal errors to be unconstitution- 
al. The Constitution says: No person shall 
be held to answer for a criminal offense-un- 
less on indietment of @ grand jury,“ etc. 
But this goes to the merits of the case mani- 
festly; it was certainly not the intention of 
the framers of the Constitution that a corrupt 
grand jury or an ignorant State’s-Attorhey 


sheuld be enabled. to defeat an indictment 


intended to be goed by additions or omis- 
sions not in good form. It was not the ap- 
prehension of any interference by the Su- 
preme Court which ted to the defeat of the 
proposed law for correeting formal defects; 
it was the bond of sympathy between crim- 
inal lawyers and their criminal clients Which 
impelled the fornier to protect the technical 
advantages the latter now enjoy for avoiding 
or postponing trial. 

There is said to be a prospect for a recon- 
sideration of the vote on this bill. The law- 
yers in the Senate will do wellto assent toa 
reconsideration. The people are in earnest 
about the reform they demand in the crim- 
inal law, anditis not politically safe for 
members of the Legislature to oppose the 
movement in any essential part.

RICH Lars LAW AND POOR MAN’S 
LAW. | 

In the report in which Senator Van Wyck | 
recommended the passage of a law by which 
the land-grant railroads could Be compellea 
to pay State and local taxes on their imperial 
estates, he gave an account of the manner in 
which recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
discriminated against settlers and in favor of 
the corporations that calls for the attentive | 
consideration of every lover of justice and 
well-wisher of the perpetuity of free institu- 
tians. 

There are 100,000,000 acres held by the land- 
grant roads on which they evade the pay- 
ment of any taxes by the device of surveying 
and selecting land only as it is sold, piece by 
piece. This they are enabled to do by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, that a railroad 
should not be taxed on its land until a patent 
had been issued to it. The law forbids the 
issue of a patent until the corporation has 
paid the cost of survey. But the Supreme 
Court holds that an individual can be taxed 
before a patent has been issued to him. 
There is one law for the corporation and an- 
other for the citizen, it seems. 

When the Union Pacific was given an 
empire of land and a bonanza of bonds that a 
transcontinental road might be built for the 
public benefit, it was stipulated in its charter 
that any of its lands not sold or disposed of 
after the road had been completed three 
years should be open to preémption and set- 
tlement at the Government price of $1.25 an 
acre. Upon this sacred right of reversion 
to the public to prevent a perpetual monop- 
oly of these lands, the Supreme Court based 
its decision that the States should not be al- 
lowed to tax these land-grants. If they 
could be taxed they could be sold for taxes, 
and if they could be sold for taxes the re- 
versionary title of the Government wou be 


obliterated. So far, so good, for the Govern- 


ment—and the co®poration. 

Settiers in search of homesteads, believing 
that the statute meant what it said, and that 
the Supreme Court meant what it said, and 
that they were living under a system which 
showed the same benign respect to the rights 
of the humble farmer as to those of the 
proudest corporation, entered on these lands, 
relying in good faith on the integrity of the 
Government, paid their $1.25 an acre, and 
built homes. But they were evicted. How? 
By a decision of the Supreme Court that the 
lands were “disposed of“ because they had 
been covered by a mortgage. When the rail- 
roads wanted to evade the payment of taxes 
the Supreme Court decided for them that 
their title was not completed.” When they 
wanted to tear down the homes that had 
been put up in reliance upon this decision 
that the lands had net been disposed of the 
Supreme Court decided for them that their 
title was completed.“ 

That the corporation, which was the creat- 
ure of the Government and had deen 
created avowedly for public benefit, could by 
giving a mortgage or in any other take away 
the rights of the Government or the people, 
who were not parties to the mortgage, is the 
creation of a judicial servility only equaled 
by that of the Pennsylvania Judges who 
made their decisions under the dictation in 
open court of the attorneys of the Standard 
Vil Company. 

Thus, in 1872, the Supreme Court decided 
that a person who was a corporation could 
not be taxed oh unpatented land, but that a 
person who was only a private citizen could 
be so taxed, and that the title of the roads 
was not complete, because there was a pub- 
lic rightof entering on them if not disposed 
of.” And in 1878, when this right was 
to be. enforced, tbe court decided that 
the land and the right had been dis- 
posed of” together, by the act of 
the corporation in giving a mortgage on land 
to which the same Supreme Court had pre- 
viously decided it had ne title. It the land 
was to be taxed the court held the railroad 
had no title. If the land was to be taken by 
settiers the court held the railroad had a 
title. But though this title was good enough 
to evict the settlers it has never been good 
enough to permit the railroad to be taxed. 
Only a court that could so rule could also de- 
cide that, though the road had no title, it 
could mortgage the property. 

In the view of the court the question 
whether the Union Pacific has a title de- 
pends altogether upon whether it is to the 
interest of the road to have one. In its view, 
the people have rights against the Union 
Pacific so long as the assertion of those 
rights can be interposed to prevent the peo- 
pie, in their State organizations, from com- 
pelling the road to pay its just share towards 
the expenses of government. But these 
rights disappear when it is sought to enforce 
them against the company. 

Such facts need no rhetoric to set them 
forth. But it is worth while to ask the 
shrewd and strong gentlemen who are using 


the courts and Congress and the officers of 


the Government to establish one law for rich 
syndicates and another for simple citizens if 
they have ever stopped to think that their ef- 
forts are the beginnings of anarchy? They 
are operating outside of their rights as citi- 
zens. They are violating the rights of prop- 
erty. They ate wickedly appropriating the 
means ot livelihood of thousands by meth- 
ods of corruption. They are the revofution- 
ary class of the country. 

It is not really wise and shrewd for a few 
with great wealth to setthis example of de- 
fiance of the rights of pioperty before the 
many with little wealth. Corruption at one 
end of the social scale breeds violence at the 
other. The mass of the people—the great 
middle class that tills the soil, administers 
the professions, and directs industry—are 


sound and honest to the core. But if they 


hope to avert the greatest social calamity 
that ever overwhelmed a nation, and save 
themselves from extermination between the 
upper jaw of Commuiism by corruption and 

the nether jaw of Communism by violence, 

they must rise to the emergency that is be- 
fore them. When Congress votes taxes on 


the people for the benefit of syndicates, when 
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We aretirm in the faith that the youthful . 
vigor of this Nation will reform these great 
wrongs peacefully. But the predatory few 
have, for all that, done what they could to 
plunge us into the vortex. They are anarch-’ 


ists,

come into power. That it will remain in 
office any considerable length of time there 
is nothing in the precedents or tradinons of 
the Republic to warrant. It is still in astate 
of transition.

There are not wanting many signs to indicate 


that Gambetta’s successor is biding his time, 
that when the time is ripe for him he a ) 
appear, either at the head of the Goy 

or, still better, in Gambetta’s place, at — 
head ot the people. That man is M. Georges 
Clemenceau. 

Ameticans will take a special interest in 
the future of M. Clemenceau, first, because 
his theory of republicanism is our own— 
namely: that the people are the source of au- 
thority; and, secoud, because he became con- 
vineed of that theory by actual observation of 
the workings of our own system during a 


.four-years’ residence with us—from 1865 to 


1800. He is said to have come here in the 
former year as a refugee, and to have settled 
dewh in Connecticut as a school-teacher, 
where he also married an American wife. 
Ile returned to France after the close of the 
war with Germany, and the results of his 
residonce Here were visible in 1876 when he 
begui: his parliamentary career and enun- 
ciated the doctrines of popular government 
which he had observed in this country. 

His republicanista was inborn. At every 
point his record touches he is found to be a 
republican. His father was republican. be- 
fore him, and was persecuted for his hatred 
of despotism. He himself instituted a dem- 
onstration in the Place de la Bastille in 1862 
in honor of the Republic of 1848, and went to 
prison for it. Great emergencies always 
brought him to the front. At the outbreak 
of the Commune he sought to bring about 
an understanding between the mob and the 
Versailles Government, but failed, owing to 


the interference of M. Thiers, while his well- 


meant efforts exposed him te danger on the 
other hand from the Communists themselves. 
As a Deputy his record has been very clear. 
A correspondent of the New York Sun, 
writing about him, says: 

An advocate of decentraliztion, he is always 
seeking to strengthen municipal and local gov- 
ernment in order to prevent in future a coup 
d'etat being earried out by some adventurer 
com mandi the Ministry of the Interior, 
Bureaux of Paria, and the 1 wires. An 
advocate of individual liber voted for the 
amnesty bill and for the 1 of public 
educanon, and he demands tne aration of the 
Church and State, the reform of magistracy, 
and the reduétion of the bours of labor. 


In his profession of physician he reached 
a high rank, and as an editor his opinions are 
regarded with high respectall over France. 


‘He is an attractive orator and in debate is 


very logical. The same correspondent says: 
*When he speaks he avoids frivolity and 
phraseology. He suppresses his natural 
gayety and transforms his wit into sarcasm 
and irony. Correct, precise, and concise in 
his language, he says what he has to say 
with clearness, directness, and implacable 
logic. A masterly debater, he has an answer | 
for every interruption. He dominates others 
because he isin full possession of himself.“ 
In all respects the coming man appears to be 
ready in France, and it is only the time that 
waits forhim. Should that fortunate time 
come when the French people learn that the 
governing power does not come from a man 
and that no man is essential to them, but that 
they must be a law to themselves and govern 
themselves, their leader will come to the sur- 
face. 


THE CENTRAL PACIFI@. 

A very determined effort was made by the 
State authorities of Nevada to induce the 
Legislature at this session to bring the Cen- 
tral Pacific to time by compelling it to sub- 
mit to regulation of its rates by the State. 
The attempt, we are informed by tne tele- 
graph, has failed. The Central Pacific i¢ foot 
loose for another year to continue its despotic 
and unreasonable treatment of the people of 
Nevada. The policy of this corporation 
there, as elsewhere on the Pacific slope, is 
one Of the most flagrant of current instances

of the abuse by corporations of their powers | 


and trusts. 


In his annual message tothe Legislature, | 


Gov. Kinkead described the conduct of the 
company in the most vigoroys language. Its 
exactions, he said, were outrageous, Ap- 
peals to the “merciless autocracy” had 
been without effect. The National Legis- 
lature had been called upon for help un- 
availingly. The reduction in rates which 
had been obtained in other States from the 
enlightened policy of the corporations, or 
from the exercise of the sovereign power of 
Government, were still denied to the people 
of, Nevada, 

Details of the grievances of Nevada are 
given in the annual report of Surveyor-Gen- 
eral Hatch. The magnificent water-power of 
the Truckee River, the finest site for manu- 
factures in the State, remains unused, Capi 
talists have sought to establish mills and 
factories there, but have abruptly abandoned 
the enterprise upon learning the rates of 
freight that would be charged them. Local 
rates for short distances from Reno are 
greater than they are from Sacramento or 
San Francisco. When industries have 
sprung up along the line of the road, as near 
Reno, which would produce on the ground 
articles which were being brought in by the 
railroad, the corporation at once lowered the 
rates to competing manufacturers to a point 
that “froze out” or killed the new concerns. 
After that result was achieved the rates were 
put up again. 

The deliberate policy of the Central Pacific, 
the Surveyor-General says, is to prevent the 
manufacture of any commodity in Nevada 
which is now carried in a raw state to San 
Francis¢eo, or the East, and refreighted back 
to Nevada for consumption there, and also 
to prevent the manufacture in Nevada of 
anything that can be freighted into the State 
from an outside point, Not a single whole- 
sale house exists there, owing to the discrim- 
inations of the road. Farmers living on its 
line haul their grain by wagon fifty miles by 
the side of the track to a mill also situated 
on the railroad. 

These statements that the Central Pacific, 
built with the money and lands of the pub- 
lic, deliberately uses its power as a common 
catrier to suppress the development of the 
community which supports it aresufliciently 
startling, but they are exceeded in interest 
by the assertion which follows that in Elko 
County the farmers, are informed that grain 
will be shipped into their local markets at 
rates so low that it will be useless for them 
to attempt to ralse it for the local market if 
their County Assessors and Board of Equal- 
ization shall dare to fix the assessment of the 
railroad’s property for State and county 
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The . his message gives some 
information as to the evasion of taxes by this 


corporation, along with ali the other land- 


grant roads, on the land which has been 
given by the National Government. Nearly 
8,000,000 of acres of the Central -Pacific’s 
land-grant lie within the State of Nevada. 
Less than “1,000,000 of them have been 
patented to the company. The road has 
been finished twelve years. By refraining 
from taking out patents, the road is enabled 
by the courtesy of aconplaisant decision of 
the United States Supreme Court to evade 
the payment ot taxes, on the ground that they 
have no title, although the same court has 
held that they can mortgage this property to 
which they have no title, The land is thus 
increased in value by the growth of the 


country around it without contributing to the 


support of the State in which it is situated. 
In the language of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, in his report for 1882, “ All the bur- 
dens of maintaining the local civil govern- 
ment of the country are thrown upon the 
legal owners of a mojetyof the lands em- 
braced within the land-grants while the 
owners of the other half are exempt from 
the burdens though receiVing the benefits.” 
This road taxes the trade and travel of 
Nevada at its pleasure, without mercy and 
without appeal. It forbids the establishment 
of industries that would manufacture the 
goods of which it now has the-transporta- 
tion. It threatens to exterminate the tax- 


payers of the State if they do not tax its 


taxable property at it own valuation. And 
it compels the landowners of the State to 
pay its taxes as weil as their own. 

A dispateh from San Francisco on Friday 
gave us a glimpse of this corporation from a 
California standpoint. In 1864 it received a 
subsidy from the State of California. In ro- 
turn tor this it agreed to transport the 
trobps and functionaries of the State free of 
charge, and to convey to the State a valuable 
granit quafry as soon as it received the 
patent for it from the Government. Now 
comes the State into court to say that the 
road refuses to carry its troops, etc., without 
pay, and by not applying forthe patent keeps 
itself in a position ef inability to hand over 
the quarry. 

The managers of this road have built the 
Seuthern Pacific out of the money which 
they s d honestly have paid over to the 
United States in payment of their millions | 
of indebtedness, and having built on the 
route the proposed Texas Pacific would have 


followed, if it had built at all, have con- 


tentrated a corrupt lobby on Washington 
to steal the $25,000,000 lana-graut which the 
Texas Pacific never owned and never laid a 
rail to @arn. 

The Surveyor-General of Nevada says: 
“In vain have our people appealed to Con- 
gress for relief.

Parts, March 2.—The sentence of Pres- 
ident Bontoux and Manager Feder, of the 
Union Générale, is confirmed. 


The Wth of December, 1882, Bontoux and 
Feder wert sentenced to tive years’ impris- 
onment and to pay a fine of 3,000 ffanes, re- 


spectively. 

The Union Générale Banking Com- 
pany was originated by a speculator 
named Dervieux, its neminal ‘cap 
ital being 100,000,000 francs, in 


200,000 shares of 500 francs, one-fourth -of 
which was paid up. Dervieux being devout 
as Well as smart, conceived the brilliant idea 
of obtaining the Pope’s blessing on the new- 
enterprise, and in some manner suc- 
ceeded. The shares thus blessed were 
taken up readily by the faithful, and the 
Clerieal and Legitimist Frenthmen almost 


fought for chances. to get into the scheme. 
Dervieux, however, in a weak moment. 
placed the managing directorship ot 
the — & Rag the hands of one Eugene 
Bontoux, who had had some experience in 
financivring in Austria. Bontoux quickly 
managed th depose the confiding Dervieux, 
who was heard ot no more in the operations, 
Having obtained full control of the capital of 
the Union Générale, Bontoux established in 
Austria the Lander Bank, the 200,000 shares 
of which were also 500 francs each, one-half 
paid up. With these nice littie sums of 
money Bontoux went into mining speculations, 
and ought alli the Austrian mines he could at 
rices the owners jumped at. For some time 

atisian financiers had been watchi for a 
chance to cuchre M. Bontoux, and, unfortunate- 
ly for themselves. instead of permitting that 
-gentieman’s sehemes to tall by tmeir 
igherent weaknéss, determiined to 
the shares of the two companies. 
‘this, however, they reckoned without 
their host. The shares of the Lander Bank were 
all in the bends of Bontoux, and the French 
priests and devopt old women would net part 
with one of the écantified shares fof the Union 
Générale. The “bears,” therefore, being dis- 
tinetly coruered.“ Bontoux 11 — to make 
them dauce, and calmfy put Union Générale 
shares up to 2,350 francs, and the shares of the 
Lander Bahk to 1,200 france.

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FIRE RECORD. 


Destrugtive Confiagration at Monon- 
gahela City, Pa.—Several 
Other Severe Blazes. 


Prirtspure, Pa., March 2%—([Speciai.]— 
Monongahela City, in Washington County, 
this State, forty miles from Pittsburg, was 
visited by a disastrous fire, which broke out 
at 40’clock this morning. The population 
numbers about 6,000, and soon half of the 
people were on the streets watching the 
progress of the flames. The fire started in 
Cooper's pool-rooms, on Main street. How it 
Originated is not known, but it is supposed 
thata defective fine was the cause. The 
alarm was given at once, but the frame 
building where the flames started was 
nothing but a tinder-box, and be 
fore organied work was begun the 
fire was under fierce head way and sPread 
rapidly, there being sufficient wind to give 
the flames strength. The fire burped for 
over six hours, aud destroyed the pglidings 
on Fourth street and on Main street as far up 
as Alexander’s bank, where it was. stopped. 
The buildings which were destroyed or dam- 
aged on Fourth-and Main streets were Leda’s 
meat market, the Record printing-office, 
Cooper's photographie rooms, the Marke} 
Exehaage grocery, Cooper's poolrooms, 
MeMain’s sewing-machine depot, the mil- 
linery store of the Misses Bird, Dr. Sileane’s 
fine residence and office, Mrs. Siil’s millinery 
store, Ald. Williams’ office, Simith’s 
confectionery-store, the Central Biock, and 
McFariand’s earriage-repalr works. R. F. 
Cooper. who owned the . pool-room, was 
asleep when the fire was discovered, and was 
with difficulty arotised. He escaped, but 
had a close call from being cremated. The 
most valuable building destroyed was the 
schoolhouse, one of the finest in the State, 
which cost $40,000. The entire loss is esti- 
mated at $100,000, and the insurance at $30,- 
000, distributed in partas follows: Connecti- 
eut Mutual $1,250, Reading of Read- 
ing $1,250, National of Harttord $1,000, 
on the Record  printing-office: Teu-

CHICAGO’S NEEDS. 
SUMMARY OF MR. JEWETY’S ARGUMENTS FOR 
A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

One of the documents recently submitted to 
the Citizens’ Association was a letter from John 
N. Jewett, Chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which embrace the principal points of the 


discussion which resulted in the proposition for 


a Conssitutional Convention. 

The letter begins with a general criticism of tne 
present Constitution, complainmg that “it is too 
restrictive in its provisions, so that in Cook 
County, and Chicago especially. nearly 1,000,000 
ot people are for want of power in the local 
government, which legislation cannot remedy, 
condem ned to contemplate as the, probabilities 
of the near future a stuenant sewerage, a pol- 
luted water- supply. and to submit to public 
streets almost impassable, filthy, unsightly, and 
uncared for, because the Constitution of the 
State does not allow the people to tax them- 
selves to remedy these evils. The City of Chi- 
cago, the letter a * needs an independent 
power ot valuation for purposes of tuxa tion, 
such as will let it determine its own revenue and 
place its burden of local taxation ut least equaily 
upon all classes of property within its jurisdic- 
tion. It should have extended jurisdiction and 
a capacity to anticipate, in some degree at least, 
the future wants and necessities of its popula- 
tion. 

Speaking to the argument that such an ex- 
tension of power would be liable to abuse, Mr. 
Jewett asks: Shali the powers already granted 
be kept as they are because the larger ones 
needed may beabused? If the power needed is 
granted it Becomes a trust in the bands of the 
“yty to be exercised for the’ public good. and 

fthe people elect dishonest or incompetent 
meu to administer the trust, the fault will be 
with them It is possibie cb amend the Consti- 
tution by constitutional methods. But ag? 
ess isslow and the result is uncertain in 
order to accomplish the objects required, two 
articles of the Constitution should be amended, 
as seems probable in the case of Cook 
County, then four years must elapse before 
initial steps looking to reformation of our local 
government can be taken with any expectation 
of success. But one amendment to the Consti- 
tution can be acted upon by the General Assem- 
bio during the year. How an amendment relat- 
ing to Cook County, Mr. Jewett says, would 
stand in competition with the many ou the sub- 
jects which have been proposed at the present 
session, he is not informed; but if such proposi- 
tous are numerous enough, and the demand for 
them sufficiently serious, the way would seem to 
be open for a convention to revise or amend our 
preseat Constitution. If the people would elect 
prover delegates, the opportunity would not be 
abused, and the expense would be trifling com- 


pared with the results to be secured.

its Terrible Ravages in the City of New 
Oricans—The 3 in Indian Ter- 
Pitory. 

LirrLe Rock, Ark., March 2.—[Special. }— 
From advices received today from Natchi- 
toches it is learned that much indignation is 
felt throughout the South at the course pur- 
sued by the papers of New Orleans in refus- 
ing to inform the public of the existence of 
small-pox in that city, and to such an extent 
as to be almost epidemic. And this has been 
so since the Ist of last January, yet not a 
word on the subject was found in the New 
Orleans papers; no note of warning to visit- 
ors telling them the danger they incurred 
by coming there. To the thousands of 
visitors during the Mardi-Gras festival the 
danger was very great. Some of them at 
least might catch the infection and carry it 
to their homes and there spread death and 
consternation. But even such a danger was 
ignored, and not.a word said of the existence 
of the disease. From Jan. 1 to the 17th of 
February 157 deaths occurred in New Or- 
leans from that disease 

From advices received today from Indian 
Territory, it is learned that small-pox has 
broken out on Long Prairie, brought there 
by one who had visited Grand River. Great 
consternation prevails.

Important Meeting of of Breeders of Jer- 
sey Cattie. 

A significant note has been sent to West- 
ern and Southwestern. breeders of Jersey 
cattle, requesting them to meet in Chicago on 
Thursday, March 8, for the purpose of con- 
sidering some questions thought to be of 
vital importance to their interest as breeders 
of Jersey cattle. The note says: “Such a 
meeting, we think, would result in a better 
understanding of some matters which now 
seem obscure to a great many, and also 
very materially advance the interests of the 
[American Jersey Cattle] club generally.“ 

The causes of the dissatisfaction which ex- 
ists among breeders of Jerseys bave been 
mentioned once or twice by Tun TRIBUNE. 
One, and perhaps the chief one, is the fact 
that under the rules ot the American Jersey 
Cattle Club five men can prevent any ad- 
ditions to the membership of the club, and 
have been doing so. The club was formed 
asa social, and not as a business organiza- 
tion, and as long as it retained that character 
the rule was perhaps well enough. But by 
force of circumstances the club has become 
an important business corporation. It is now 
the conservator of a great interest in which 
hundreas of men who cannot, without the 
consent of these five blackballers, have a 
voice in the management of the elub, are con- 
cerned. These men recognize the fact that 
if the majority of the members of the club 
choose to consider the club a purely secial 
association, aud to keep r body else 
out of it, they have a wal, and 
perha a moral right to do so. But 
they believe that the majority of the 
members of the club wish to make it form 
what it has become in fact, a broad and lib- 
eral, yet conservative organization, in which 
any reputable breeder may obtain member- 
ship by complying with reasonable rules. As 
itis, no one can secure admission, even 
though Wo members vote for him, if five see 
fit to vote against his admission. 

Another cause of complaint is the fact that 
the rules of the A. J. C. Club require that all 
imported Jerseys must be first registered in 
the Island of Jersey Herd-Book before they 
can be entered in the Cattle Club Herd- Son 
ister. ‘This practically puts the committee 
of judges on the Island of Jersey into a posi- 
tion where they shall dictate to Americans 
what they may or may not buy. This rule 
makes possibile the formation of a close-cei- 
munion ring by the few breeders on the isl- 
and who have control of entries in the herd- 
book; it certainly puts them in position to 
judge for the American breeders, and, as the 
standard of merit in the two countries differs 
widely, this is Offensive. That thereisa 
growing discontent even among the Eastern 
members of the club, and among outside 
breeders in thie East as well as in the West, 
there is certainly reason for believing. Full 
and free discussion of the rules of the club 
ean do no harm, and may do great good to 
breeders of Jerseys. If the rules cannot

Draft Horses. 

Before the Farmers’. institute at Princeton 
last month Dr. Ezra Stetson said, in the 
course of an address upon draft horses, that 
size alone does not /make a draft horse. 
Loading down the draft horse with fat to 
make him weigh heavily, as well as to cover 
deficiencies, is worse than useless. It is done 
at the expense of vitality, and in time will 
make his offspring beefy, as well as under- 
mine the constitution. A race or trotting 
horse loaded down with fat can hardly be 
exuected to come in at the fore, and a draft 
horse loses the strength or tension of his 
muscles from such mismanagement. The 
horse should not only possess a souud body, 
but also a sound mind. A horse may be as 
large as the most massive bull, but if his 
walking gait is no faster than that of the 
bull he is not the supertor of bos taurus. 

The indispensable requisits in a draft 
horse are, first and by far most important, 
docility. His feet and legs should be able to 
withstand any wear and tear to which they 
may be subjected. The bone should be in 
proportion to his size, and the quality of the 
bone has more to do with its strength than 
has mere size. The most important points 
upon which the strain of pulling falls are the 
knees and hocks. A broad, flat knee, with a 
hock of width, length, and depth is require d 
to insure freedom of motion. A good walk- 
ing gait is the very perfection of usefulness 
in the draft horse.

The Florida State Fair. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 17.—|Editor ot 
The Tribune.]|—The annual State Fair of 
Florida opened in this city on Tuesday, Feb. 
13, and closed Saturday, Feb. 17. The weather 
was delightfal, except that on Thursday the 
heat would have been slightly oppressive 
but for a refreshing salt breeze. Theattend- 
ance on that day was very large, the beauti- 
ful St. John’s River with its two or three 
miles of waters being constantly rippled 
with the swift flying steamers carrying the 
visitors, who were from nearly every city 
and State in the Union. 

The exhibition in the horticultural depart- 


ment was a grand success. The display of. 


semi-tropical fruits was simply magnificent, 
and revealed the fact that the thousands of 
people now seeking and making homes in 
this genial climate are devoting themselves 
to the one pursuit of fruit-growing. Your 
correspondent has generally for many years 
past attended the Lilinois State Fairs, and 
bas never seen any exhibition of the fruits 
of that section that would compare favorably 
with this, It showed in perfection a vast 
array of varieties of oranges, be- 
sides lemons, limes, grape fruits, shad- 
docks,, guavas, Japanese plums, Japanese 
persimmons, the most beautiful and perfect 


fruit perhaps ever shown in any exhibition; 


pineapples of varieties, many single epee i- 
mens of which bringin market from 83 to 
$4; figs, pawpaws, sugar-apples, sappodil- 
loes, and a long array of minor bat delicious 
fruits. Although a large provortion of 
orange-growers of- the State grow nothing. 
but seedling fruits, these annual exhibitions 
are doing much in ‘the way of bringing to the 
front rare and valuable varieties, buds of 
which are quickly acquired by the most pro- 
gressive growers, ‘Theseveral very superior 
varieties of lemons displayed indicate that 
lemon-culture is to have a great run in 
Florida, especially as lemons are thought to 
be rather more protitabie to the grower than 
oranges. 

The stock show was, to a Northern man, 
simply wonderful For instance, in horses 
there was barely one specimen, a rather poor 
colt worth in Illinols not over $20. This per- 
fectly ridiculous feature of the exhibition is 
accounted for by the fact that the profits of 
fruit-culture overtop all other interests and 
absorb almost the entire attention. 

The jute fibre exhibited was from seeds im- 
ported from.India. It was of very fine, 
silky texture, and its culture here bids fair to 
become k profitable A as it grows 
upon any al) and soils of the State. 

The garden vegetables made a fine though 
not large ‘display, the cabbages weighing 
about ten pounds each. Rutabagas, turnips, 
string-beans, the various varieties of peas, 
gonbers, lettuce, watermelons large and lus- 
cious, and the balance of the list were all 
fairly creditable. The gardening business 
is a growing and very profitable one, the 
local market always being good, as also 
in Northern cities. . 

In farm products the exhibition would have 
been considered very meagre in any North- 
ern State, but the few specimens presented 
were of decidedly fine quality, especially 
those of corn, rice, and guinea-corn, which 
makes on the most common ground 
forty to fifty bushels per acre, and furnishes 
a very fair feed for stock, and especially for 


poultry, sweet potatoes of finest quality, . 


Irish potatoes, casava, a wonderfully pro- 
ductive crop, good for feed for all kinds of 
stock, and valuable for making starch; tapi- 
oca and glucose, also sugar, sirup, tobacco, 
arrowroot, long-staple cotton, ete, 

Fine samples of hay were shown, made of 
pea-vines, millet, and of various grasses, as 
crab-grass, guinea- grass, and para-grass, all 
of which, with others, make good palatable 
hay. but most of which, being recent impor- 
tations into the State, are not very widely 
disseminated. 


The ceileccion of woods was small, but - 


many very vaiuable varieties were shown, 
inaking it evident that Florida is rich in fine 
woods, 

Some fine specimens of lime-rock and of 
iron-ore from Levy County were shown, 
with samples of iron made from the mines of

But they 
have got to bid a fair price. for them, as 
much as railroads, and shops, and stores, and 
mines, and then they must give to men 
now-a-days better food, and lodging, and 
hours than they used to give, if they want 
better men; and they’ve got to have better 
men. No man who has sense enough to use 
$500 to $1,000 Worth of horses and machinery 
as they ought to be used is not fool enough 
to work on afarm for less money than he 
can get in a mine or a lumber camp. He 
won’t w og for a farmer six months for $25 a 
month when he can get as good pay else- 
where and steady work all the year round. 
The farmers drove their hands to the cities to 
find work for the winter, and the cities kept 
them, or the best of them. It will do to talk 
that farmers cannot afford to keep their hired 
men all the year round. It’s my opinion that 
if most of the farmers would put their hands 
to xing up buildings, and digging ditches, 
and laying tile, and cleaning out old and 
building new fences, and 8 up ma- 
chinery there would be nin, Pe do and it 
would pay. FARMER Boy.

PEABODY’S GIFTS. 


His Contributions to the South Over 
83,000,000. 
Col, Peyton has received the following let- 
ter from the Treasurer trom the Peabody In- 
stitute: 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 23,—George Pehbody was 
born at South Danv ers, now Peabody, Mass., 
Feb. 13, 1795, and was educated at the com- 
mon country schools of the State. In 1811 
he became a ‘er? in a dry-goods store in 
Nn ass. and in 1814 came to 
Georgetown, D. € He served in an Artillery 
company in the . of Washington. Es- 
tSblished the- house of Peabody, Riggs & Co. 
in Georgetown in 1814: removed his firm to 
Baltimore in 1815, where he remained till 
1836, when he moved to London, England. 
Hie was soon after made financial 
agent of Maryland to negotia an 
eight-million loan, the commission 
of which, amounting to $60,000, me 
declined to take, doing the service without 
pay. During, the financial panic of 1887 he 
upheld the credit of the State, making ad- 
vances and wledges for this purpose amount- 
ing to more than pis entire fortuné at that 
time. 
established himself as a banker, under the 
firm name of George Peabody & Co. His 
first important gift was $15,000 to fit up the 
American department of the London World’s 
Fair in 1852. In 1852 he gave $10,000 to- the 
Kane,Arctic expedition in search of Sir John 
Franklin, and $20,000, afterwards increased 
to $25,000, to found a library in his native 
town. In 1857, Feb. 12, he established his 
institute in Baltimore, giving it $300,000, and 
afterwards increased it to $1, 000,000 : and in 
1869, in order to finish the building and start 
tne art department, he added $300,000 of 
Tennessee bonds and $100,000 of Virginia 
bonds, advising the board to sell the United 
States bonds for building purposes, which 
they did.

Cheap and Effective Device to Prevent 
Houses trom Burning. 

The objection commonly raised against fire- 
proof materials and systems for dwellings is 
their cost. Wooden floor-beams and lath- 
and-plaster partitions are so much cheaper 


than any of the excellent fire-proof materials 


that have been described here within the last 
few years, that it is difficult to find any ordi- 


nary city dwelling that is in any sense fire- 


safe. To meet this objection a new system | 
has been introduced that aims to make ordi- | 
nary floor-beams and walls fairly proof 
against. fire. Nothing is absolutely fire- 
proof, and the aim of all methods now is to 
prevent the spread of fire by confining it 
to one place and checking the actual 
speed of combustion. To accomplish this, 
it appears only necessary to exclude the 
air as nearly as may be from all wooden sur- 
faces. In the new system the beams are laid 
in the ordinary manner, pains being taken to 
have the under side of the floor perfectly 
level. On each side of every beam next the 
lower edge is nailed a narrow strip or ledge. 
The fire-proof protection consists of slabs of 
plaster-of-Paris and broken coke or cinders, 
resembling the plaster slabs used for parti- 
‘tions, but somewhat lighter, thinner, and 
finer in texture.

Hired Men. 

Cuicaao, Feb, 27.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. -I am a farmer’s son, liyedon a Down- 
East farm until ' 1 was of age, then worked 
in Indiana on farms as a hired man, and 
then came to the city. I have not lost my 
liking for farm-life, and hope to save enough 
to get me a team and start on a new farm for 
myself; sol read everything I find about 
farming, and among the rest a good deal 
about farm hands—“hired help ”’—and the 
trouble farmers have in getting good men 
who will stay through the season and can 
take good care of a team and of stock. 

Now I get out of bed at.6 o’clock, and at a 
quarter to 7 must be at the street-car stables 
to answer call. | run my car until 10 o’clock, 
and get my dinner. At 11 1 go on the line 
again, and stick to it until 7 o’clock. Lots 
of the boys who work for the street-car com- 
panies get out at 5 o’clock in the morning 
and work sometimes until midnight. We 
are exposed all day to the severities of the 
weather, and of iil-tempered and unreasova- 
ble passengers and for this I get about $2.37 
a day, or about $14.25a week. Of this I pay 
85 for board, 75 cents for washing, a dollar 
or two for expenses, such as cigars, a shave, 
and a TRIBUNE in the morning, Then for 
clothes maybe $2 more—say $10 a week alto- 
gether. That leaves mea little less than $18 
a month to lay up; and that’s more in a year 
than I could save on a farm at $25 a month, 
for when the summer season was gone 1 
would have no work, or must work for low- 
er wages. On the farm, with the right kind 
of folks, my expenses would be almost noth- 
ing, for my washing and mending would be 
done; and one good suit of clothes, two or 
three pairs of overalls,a few shirts and 
socks, and one good pair of boots would take 
me through the year. But, even if I could 
have steady work aii the year round, I would 
not go back to work on a farm. 

Idon’t drink, nor go te theatres or other 
places of amuseinent: I get enough riding on 
my car, so I don’t spend money for horse- 
hire. I work fully as many woe! as I would 
have to ona farm, and am just as tired when 
{go home at night as ever 1 was, except in 
hay or in harvest; and standing all day in 
the cold, without exercise, is harder on me, 
wars me out quicker than farm work would— 
but I don’t want any farm work in mine; that 
is, not asa hired man. Not more than one 
farmer in ten knows how to treat his men, 
especially the old-fashioned farmers. When 
they began life grain was cut with a cradle, 
hay with a scythe, and thrashing was done 
with a flail. The bay and grain was pitched 
onto the load, and pitched off, and mowed 
uway in the barn, and everything was done 
by Scotch navigation—main strength and 
stupidity. Then farmers wanted muscie. 
‘Lhey didn’t want their men to have brain 
particularily. They had io get up early and 
stick to work long after the sun set, or they 
never could have saved their crops.

„Mrs. Hopkins, formerly Sara Winnemucca, 
knows a good deal about the working of our 
Indian Bureau and the disposition of the fat 
appropriations for the Indians made by Con- 
gress.

It isa notorious fact that a considerable 
percentage of the so-called insurance com- 
panies doing business ih the small cities of 
this country are almost entirely devoid of 
financial backing, and are considered totally 
unsafe by reputable insurance agents, who 
as a rule decline to transact any business 
with them. These small concerns are found- 
sharpers of the Flemming & Merriam 
and Kendal & Co. stamp, their chief aim be- 
ing to secure as much money as —.— from 
their victims and then decamp, leaving thou- 
sands of victimized people sadder but wiser 
men. They generally commence business by 
scattering broadcast over the country well- 
worded circulars that purport to give a true 
explanation of the mode in which their busi- 
ness is transacted, as well as a correct state 
ment of the financial soundness of the com- 
pany. Most of these companies are gross 
swindles, and all who deal with them will 
find out sooner or later that . 

THEY HAVE BEEN VICTIMIZED. 

The statutory laws of Illinois pertaining to 
insurance matters are very strict, but, not- 
withstanding this, these wildcat companies 
of almost entirely unknown origin continue 
to do a large business on what is termed the 
underground style“; chat is, they do not 
conform to the laws of the State, and there- 
fore have no legal right to transact avy busi- 
ness in it. Regarding the transaction of 
business in this State by companies working 
under a charter from some other State, Sec. 
22 of Chap. 73 of 

THE REVISED CODE SAYS: 
It shall not be lawful for any insurance 


company, association, or partnership incor- 


porated by or organized under the laws of 
any other, State of the United States, or any 
toreign government, for any of the purposes 
specified in this act, directly or 4 to 
take. risks or transact any business of in- 
surance in this State unless possessed of the 


amount of actual capital required of similar 


companies formed under the provisions of 
this act; and any such company — to 
transact any such business as aforesaid by 
any agent or agents in this State shall first 
appoint an attorney in this State on whom 
process of law can be served, and file in the 
office of the Auditor of Public Accounts a 
written instrument duly signed and sealed 
certifying such appointment, which shall 
continue until another attorney be substi- 
tuted: and any process issued by any court 
of record in this State and served upon such 
attorney by the proper officer of the county 
in whichsuech attorney may reside or may 
be found shall, be deemed a sufficient service 
of process _ such company, but service 
of process upon such company may also be 
— in any other manner provided by 
aw. 

Aside from this these companies must also 
file a certified copy of their charter and a 
sworn affidavit giving in detail a complete 
list of their assets and liabilities. The law is 
also very strict concerning agents or brokers 
who transact business for these fraudulent 
concerns, making them Yesponsible and sub- 
ject to a penalty of $500 for each offense. 


GILL’S GROWL. 


Judge Rogers Sharply Criticised He- 
cause of His Decision in the Gaming 
Cases, 

Mr. John D. Gill. an attorney of this city, 
has addressed Judge Rogers a letter about a 
column long, reviewing. the decision made 
by the latter some weeks agoin the gam- 
bling cases. On that occasion, it will be re- 
membered, the Judge held that a state war- 
rant could not be served by a policeman, and 
also that gaming implements could not be 
destroyed or held, because they were not 
per seimmoral. Both these positions of the 
Judge are denied by Mr. Gill, who argues at 
great length to show that the reasoning of 
the court is very vile. 

So far as the serving of State warrants by 
policemen is concerned, a bill will soon pass 
the Legislature to confer that poweron our 
guardians of the peace, so that there is no 
need of wasting any time on that point; as 
for the destruction of gaming implements, it 


is easy to draft an amendment to the present 


law which shall cover that point also. 7 

For the purpose of showing the spirit in 
which Mr. Gill writes, the following extract 
from the concluding part of his epistie is 
given: 

Judge Rogers—The people believe that your 
ultra-judicial transaction with the gamblers 
bas the outward appearance of being one of the 
most corrupt of any ever perpetrated under the 

uise of judicial sanction. But 2 it, and 

e people will exonerate you, and | will apolo- 
gize for all Tuave written or said on this subject 
during the last six weeks, and in every paper in 
Chicago that win publish an apology and that 
dures to speak on behalf of the people against 
crime and the appearance of crime. 

Your decision bas haa the effect to paralyze 
the usefulness of the police force, to demoralize 
the peace of society, and to create a feeling of 


distrust in the minds of the people as to the im- 


partial administration of justice. i 

Your.decision saved to the gamblers their in- 
struments, but deprived the State of their use 
as evidence, and also the power to inflict tne 
full penalty provided by law for the crime of 

mbiing, keeping for use such implements or 
— forfeiture of implements as well as 
money and liberty. 

It is thought that your decision has the ap- 
pearance of being the result of gross ignorance 
or a betrayal of trust. I do not believe that you 
are guilty of tbe latter, but fall to see how an 
ignorant man could write so ingenious and 
evasive an argument as was accredited to you 
in the cases under review.

The “Nickel-Piate” Throws a Bomb- 
hell into the Ranks of the Other East- 
und Roads from Tuts City—It sur- 
renders Unconditionally to the Board 
or Trade, 
The solid phalanx of the east-bound roads 
from this city in the fight with the Board of 
Trade regarding the arbitration rule of the 
latter body has been broken, and in conse- 
quence great excitement and indignation 
prevailed at the freight offices of the various 
east-bound roads. About noon yesterday a 
report became current that the Niekel- 
Plate“ had gone back on its agreement with 
the other lines, and that its agent, Mr. N. S. 
Skinner, had gone on ’Change and solicited 
freight as formerly. The officials of the 
other roads were at first reluctant to believe 
the report, and the telephones were brought 
into requisition and inquiries made of Mr. 
Skinner whether it was true of not. Inevery 
instance the answer was received that the ru- 
mors were based upon facts, and that 
Mr. Skinner had acted upon the advice of 
his General Freight Agent, Mr. G. B. Spriggs, 
who is at present in the city and who evi- 
dently came here for the purpose of backing 
up Mr. Skinner in his new departure. That 


the officials of the pool lines were angry is 


putting it mildly. They had been entertain- 
ing hopes that the Board of Trade was about 
to come to terms, and this action on the part 
of the “Nickel-Piate” shattered all their 
hopes, as it inspired the Board of Trade with 
renewed determination to hold out to the 
end and induce other roads to follow the ex- 
ample of the Nickel- Plate,“ and thus break 
the railroad combination. All sorts of threats 
were made against the “ Nickel-Plate” by 
the exasperated officiais of the other roads, 
and a movement was set on foot to 
bring about a meeting of the various 
lines peer in order to take concerted 
action in this matter. It is not probable, 
however, that any steps can be taken that 
will influence the Nickel-Plate to reconsider 
its action. The road is not yetin the pool, 
and not amenable to its rules. It has only 
been opened for business lately, and unless it 
works hard it cannot well establish itself 
against the older lines, especially when it is 
expecied to charge the same rates. To se- 
cure aShare of the business ithas to gain 
the friendship of the shippers, nearly ail of 
whom are members of the Board of Trade. 
By its action in joining the other roads in the 
tight with the board, it ouly antagonized the 


shippers, and thus found it impossible to se- 


cure a fair share of the dusiness. It was, 
therefore, but natural that it should take the 
first opportunity to correct the mistake it had 
made and reéstablished itself in the estima- 
tion of the shippers. Probably the very fact 
that the indications pointed toward a speedy 
settlement of the trouble, both sides being 
willing so make concessions, induced the 
“Nickel Plate” to take this step, and thus 


get the credit of having helped the Board of 


‘rade to win the day. The Nickel Plate“ 
has not acted without mature reflection, and 
General Freight Agent Spriggs no doubt 
consulted his managers before coming here 
to throw this bombshell in the ranks of the 
other roads. He sent a letter yesterday 
morning to the board, informing it that his 
road was not only ready to send its rep- 


¥ resentatives on Change, but would allow the 


Board of Trade Weighmaster to superintend 
the weighing at its scales and that it would 
also furnish hereafter daily reports of ship- 
ments and also all other necessary informa 
tion. The action of the “ Nickel-Plate” 
caused great rejoicing among the members 
of the board, and the representative of the 
road received quite an ovation on Change 
and was offered much more business than he 
was ablé to aecept. 

The pool lines declare that they will con- 
tinue to carry on their fight against the 
board and not recede trom their position 
until the obnoxious arbitration rule is abol- 
ished. But it is hardly probable that they 
will be able to carry out this resolution, as 
some of the lines will soon become discour- 
aged when they find out that the Nickel- 
Plate” is gettthg the bulk of the business. 
This road is now in good shape tor handling 
a large share of the east-bound traffic, and if 
it gets badly crowded it can relieve itself by 
turning over some of the business to the 
Lake Shore, which, like the Nickel Plate.“ 
is owned by Vanderbilt. It would not be at 
all surprising if it should transpire that 
Vanderbilt has had something to do with di- 
recting he Nickel Plate’s” action, as it 
must necessarily result to his benefit. 


Abandonment of the New Southwest- 
ern Passenger Agreement. 

It is now quite certain that no more efforts 
will be madeto carryinto effect the new 
agreement for the maintenance of passenger 
rates between Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City. The failure of the General Passenger 
Agents of the Southwestern roads to elect a 
Se@retary to carry out the provisions of the 
new agreement has convinced the General 
Managers of some of the roads that there is a 
desire on the part of one or two lines to de- 
feat the agreement, and consequently they 
have instructed their . General Passenger 
Agents to withdraw from the arrangement 
and attend no more meetings. It was quite 
certain from the start that the agreement 
would never be carried out,even if a Secretary 
had been elected and an attempt made 
to enforce it. Agreements of the same sort 
have frequently been made by the South- 
western roads, but they were never main- 
tained more than a month. It is generally 
conceded that nothing but a pooling arrange- 
ment, whereby the gross receipts are put in 
the pool, can stop the active competition be- 
tween these roads and restore harmony 
among them. It has been the intention“ to 
form such a pool for the last six months., but 
when it was found that it was impossible to 
get all the roads to enter into it the above- 
mentioned iron-clad agreement was adopted, 
with a view of secufing more harmonious 
relations between the various roads and pave 
the way fur the ultimate formation of a gross 
pool. This plan having failed, it is now 
quite certain that before long there will be 
another fight on St. Louis and Kansas City 
passenger rates, 


New Rules Regarding Live-Stock Ship- 
ments by the Rock Isiand. 

Mr. W. M. Sage, General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic, has is- 
sued the following circular to agents regard- 
ing live-stock shipments: 

In consequence of the many claims made by 
stock sbippers for stock lost in transit, and the

PROHIBITION. 


Dr. Kirkus’ Recent Lecture Discussed , 
at a Meeting of Baltimore 
Prohibitionists. 


— 
BALriuonn, March 2.—[Speeial.I -A mass- 


meeting of the prohibitionists of this city and 


vicinity was held here in the hall of the 
Young Meu's Christian Association tonight 
to take action denunciatory of the liberal 
views expressed by the Rev. William Kirkus, 
D. D., a prominent Episcopal minister of 
this city, in a recent ecture on the Suicide 
of Liberty,” in which he declared against 
prohibitory temperance laws and the com- 
puision of Sabbath observance. The hall 
was crowded, and it was evident from the 
side remarks made thata strong feeling of 
indignation “prevails against Dr. Kirkus 
among the prohibition advocates. The 
meeting was held under the auspices of 
the State Temperance Alliance. Sev- 
eral times when Dr. Kirkus’ name was 
mentioned by the speakers exclamations 
were heard from the moré indignant pro- 
hibition advocates. Several prominent 
Methodist and Baptist clergymen were pres- 
ent, but numerous other ministers who had 
been invited did not appear. A number of 
speeches were made, and Dr. Kirkus was“ 
declared a fanatic and otherwise sharply re- 
buked. 
A TEMPERANCE ALLIANCE MAN’S VIEWS.

under all circumstances, with the single ex- 
ception that he is not to use force or fraud.” 
His theory of law and government sets the 
individual above society, and utterly discards 
the rule of the greatest good to the greatest 
number whenever individual hts conflict 
with the rights of the people. e lecturer 
said that liquor traffic was necessary to 
sustain the Government by reason of the 
ue it yielded; yet one of the 
Chie Justices of Supreme 
Court has rendered an opinion chat, 
* if a loss of revenue should acerue to the 
United States from a diminished consump- 
tion of ardent spirits she will be the gainer a 
thousand fold in the health, wealth, and hap- 
piness of the people.“ It was a great shame 
on a Christian Nation that prohibition laws 
cannot be enforced when pagan nations have 
done so for centuries. Dr. Kirkus hada 
wild idea of liberty. Thieves and assasins 
might think it to their benefit and happiness | 
to commit crimes, but that did not make it 
agaiust the law which protected the public 

ood. This is a free play of individuality, | 

n regard to what Dr. Kirkus said 
in reference to total. -prohfbition 
laws throwing — workmen out of em- 
ployment, Mr. Daniels said that the best au- 
thority derived from statistics from the In- 
ternal- Revenue Bureau at Washington placed 
the number employed at 500,000, Conceding 
this to be true, doubtless most, if pot all, of 
those thrown out would soon fib empioy- 
ment in useful branches of trade, as the 
great amount of capital said to be invested 
in this business would soon find its way into 


more beneficial businesses. 


Daniels spoke in the most sareastic terms 
of Dr. Kirkus’ views of prohibitory laws, 
though he was careful to couch his denun- 
ciation of the distinguished clergyman in 
polite terms.

The Rev. H. M, Wharton, a leading Baptist 
minister, also made an address, and offered 
about the same argument as the President of 
the Alliance. He declared that in the sight 
of God and man it was a thousand times 
better to lose millions of revenue to the 
country than have millions of men go to 
drunkards’ graves and have the United 
States fuined by the evils of intemperance. 
He severely criticised the stand taken by the 
prominent English clergyman.

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FRENCH BRANDY. 


Ite Exportation trem France to the 

United States—Action of the Chamber 
' of Commerce of Angouleme, at Its Ses- 
mon of the 14th of December, 1882. 

The Chairman, President Chauveau, called 
the meeting to order. The attention of the 
members was called to the recent reports sent 
to Washington by the United States Consuls 
at La Rochelle and le Liavre, conceruing the 
falsely pretended adulteration of the French 
Cognacs, and the recent protests of the 
Chambers of Commerce of Cognac and La 
Rochelle. 

‘These documents were committed to M. 
Ducasse to be reported. 

‘The report of M. Ducasse was read as fol- 
lows: 

GENTLEMEN: I desire to give you an account of 
the impression which I received upon reading the 
report of tne deliberudon of the 4d of Novem- 
ber of the Chamber ot Commerce of La Rovneiie 
and that of the 24 or December of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Cognac, which the President 
had asked me to exawine. 

These two documents set forth the fact that 
the Consuls of the United States at La Rochelle 
and Havre thought it their duty to advise their 
Government to prohipit the importation of 
Freach wines by the United States, alle ug that 
the production of wines baving considerably 
decreased in consequence of the ravages o 
phylloxera the brandies sold now in the market 
are mixed with substances almost impossible to 
detect by @ chemical analysis, but whose eifect 
isto change into ™ potson the brandies with 
which they are mixed. 

Tbis assertion, not based on any evidence, 
shows On the part of those who have expressed 
it such an ignorance of the question that our 
chamber, which has made constant effurts to 
draw closer by a treaty of commerce the bonds 
oft friendship which shouid unite the American 
to the Freneh Kepubiic, ougut, in my opinion, 
energetically to protest against the proposed 
meusure teading to destroy the amity which we 
have tried to establish between two friendly na- 
Uous. 

If it is true that the production of brandies 
has sensibiy decreased in the Charentes in con- 
sequence of the invasion of the phylloxera, it is 
not true, as Shown by the official documents of 
the Chambers of Commerce of La Rochelle and 
Cognac, that the supply of pure brandiesis ex- 
bausted. In fact, a great number of vineyards 
perfectly healthy "still exist in the Deux Char- 
entes, and still a greater number in Armagnac, 
where brandies are also produced. Besides, the 
stock of pure brandy actuaily existing either in 
the tirst hands or in the store is large enough to 
enabie us to aflirm that pure products, free of 
all mixtures, can easiiy be procured and deliv- 
ered. It is but a question of price. The Awer- 
ican Consuls in La Rochelle and Havre ought 
not to be ignorant of these incontestabie facts. 

it is true that to supply a class of consumers 
not able or not willing io pay the high price 
reached by pure brandies in consequence of the 
diseases whicb have stricken our vines, com- 
merce bas been obliged in some circumstances 
to lower the price of them by a mixture of 
spirits (trois-six); but this mixture, universally 
practiced in the production of cheap and inferior 
goods, bas the sligut recommendation in this in- 
stance of not being detrimental to public health. 
The quality and price are diminished by it, but 
it tacilitates their use by a@ great number of 
consumers whose circumstances do pot allow 
them to pay the price of pure brandies. As to 
the sirups and caramels, which at all times bave 
been mixed with the brandies for exportation, 
itis puerile to direct any attack against these 
inoffensive products, used only to please the 
taste of American or English buyers, and which 
in reality, porns but sugar, bave no object but 
to render brandies more agreeable to the taste 
or sight. 

This hardly justifies the Consuis in La Rochelle 
and Havre ia regardiug as poisonersa large 
and respectable class of French merchants whvu 
are entitied to more consideration. 

„Do these gentiemen belong to the blue rib- 
bon society’? Do they wish to demoastrate 
their zeal for the cause of total abstinence, de- 
pying to themselves as they would deny to 
others the use of alcoholic liquors? It is proba- 
biy the fact. As to us who, in agreement with 
science, have always considered that, as in all 
thwmes. abuse of Drandies and alcohols is alone a 
detriment, wbhilé on the other baud rational use 
is perfectly proper, we must, 1 think, protest 
with all our strength against the passionate at- 
tacks directed against a commerce so largely 
represented in our country and already suffi- 
ciently damaged by the pbylioxera. 

il pro d to the chamber to deny energet- 
ically the allewation oi the gentiemen represent- 
ing the United States at La Rochelle and Havre, 
considering t they are based on incorrect 
statement of facts as proven by all official docu- 
ments in regard to the production and stock of 
brandies in France; and further considering 
that they give a taise idea in regard to the 
liquor-trade, and that the adoption of the pro- 

mente would cause to our country a 
considerable and unjustitiable damage, and that 
the Nend to loosen the bonds of friendship and 
interest between two friendly nauons—bonds 
which our Chamber of Commerce has always en- 
deavored to draw closer. 

I desire that our deliberations upon this occa- 
sion be sont to the Minister of Commerce begging 
his intervention'in the matter with the Govern- 
ment of the United States so that no importance 
may be given to the propositions of the above 
mentioned Consuis. 

After some discussion and observations on 
the part of different members this report was 
approved unanimously, and it was ordered 
that, inasmuch as the reports of the United 
States Consuls had been printea in large 
numbers and might cause some injury to the 
French products, the present report should 
be printed and respectfully communicated to. 
the Minister of Commerce of France and to 
American Chambers of Commerce. 


[COMMENT ON THE AROVE: This report 
of the action of one of the French Chambers 
of Commerce has been sent to Tux TRIBUNE 
for publication. The very obvious reflection 
suggested by it is that, if all the allegations it 
contains are true, the French are merely be- 
Ing treated to a dose of the medicine which 
they administered to the’ United States 
in the’ matter of the exclusion of 
American pork. It may de true, 
or it may not, that the — state 
ments of the American Consuls com- 
plalued of are unfounded and unjust. But. 


| whether they are so or not, it is surely the 


fact that the pretended grounds on which 
‘the importation of American pork into 
France was prohibited were frivolous, false K 
and disingenuous, The pretense that Ameti- 
can pork was shut out because it was dis- 
eased was a malleious pretext to hide the 
real motives for its exclusion—namely: the 
desire of French hog-farmers to secure a 
monopoly of their home market. American 
pork is eaten by 50,000,000 of people in the 
United States, 35,000,000 in the British Isl- 
ands, 10,000,000 in Belgium and Holland, 


F $0,000,000 fin Italy, and the same number in 


Austro-Hungary. We have yet to hear that 
it has been the cause of widespread disease 
or of any disease at all, in those countries. 
It has been excluded from France and Ger- 
many on slanderous allegations concerning 
its soundness, made solehy for the purpose of 
promoting the protection“ of certain al- 
leged home industries. French wines and 
brandies are vastly more adulterated and 
more “ polsonous”’ in their original nature 
than American pork products are. The 
Fretich Chambers of Commerce had bet- 
ter turn their attention at once to the hoggish 
proclivities of their own Government. Let 
them first remove the beam from their own 
eye and then they may see more clearly to 
practice as oculists on other people. The 
American people have some idea of reci- 
procity, and they know how, when the occa- 
sion arisés, to apply the ler taltonts.

THE JOHNS MURDER. 


One of the Gang Swears that 
Dougherty’ Fired the 
Shot.

Testimony for the Defense that the 
Witness Was the Murderer. 


in the Dongherty and Slater murder trial 
yesterday, befure Judge Williamson in the 
Criminal Gurt, the first witness examined 
was Officer MeDonald, of the Harrison 
Street Station. He testified that on the morn- 


ing of the murder he with other officers was 


ordered to arrest some men at Cooper’s 
saloon, 203 Van Buren street. The witness 
went to the saloon, and. saw Slater and 
Dougherty going out the back door. After 
Dougherty was arrested the witness had 
two conversations with him at the Harrison 
Street Station. Inthe firstone Dougherty 
said he would do up any man that came at 


‘him with aclub. In the next one Dougherty 
said be had been out all the night preceding 


the murder, and booze had gotten him 
into trouble, 

The officer was cross-examined by Mr. Van 
Buren. Wnen witness firstsaw Dougherty 
at the saloon he appeared to be drunk, but 
when brought to the station he was appar- 


ently sober. | 
LIEUT. KIPLEY 


testitied that he had known Dougherty for 
about four years. The witness was lu Coop- 
er's saloon when Dougherty was arrested. 
Rowley was in the saloon at the time, and 
wore a brown stiff hat. The witness said he 
had had several conversations with Dough- 
erty. In the first of tnese the witness said to 
the prisoner: “ Well, you're in trouble again. 
It's no use; you'll be hung yet.“ Dougher ty 
replied: “On, well, now. what would 
you do mow if you were situated as 1 
was—a man coming at yeu with a club?” 
The other conversations took place previous 
to Dougherty being taken to the jail. Lieut. 
Kipley said he had talked with Slater, who 
told him about the whole difficultyin the 
restaurant, but would not say who fired the 
shot. At Slater’s suggestion. the witness 
said, Rowley was sentfor, and the three went 


present at the time. Dougherty was fivally 
brought in and appeaied to bv the witness 
not to send the other two men to the peni- 
tentiary. If you fired the shot,” said the 
witness, “your shoulders are broad enough 
to stand it.“ Dougherty replied: “I know 
my business, and I won't say anything about 
it.“ Rowley said he was willing to tell all 
he knew, but he did not want to talk while 
Dougherty was preseut. They wrangled for 
an hour, when the witness became disgusted 
with Dougherty’s reticence and sent him to 
the jail. This was about a week after the 
arrest. 

The witness wes — at length 
by Mr. O’Brien; The Lieutenant admitted 
that he told Dougherty he had disclosures as 
to the affair when such was not the case. 
The witness said he considered it was not 
exactly the proper thing todo, but the of- 
ficerg were obliged to do it sometimes. The 
witness also admitted that he lied to Dough- 
erty nearly every time he spoke to him re- 

arding the marder. The witness was asked 
y Mr. O'Brien it he was telling the truth at 
present, and he said he was. Mr. O'Brien 
sarcastically said he believed he was. “ 

WILLIAM ROWLEY, 

one of those originally indicted for the mur- 
der, but who hus turned State's evidence, 
He testified as 
to his whereabouts on the night preceding 
the murder, while in company with Dough- 
erty. Slater, and Hall. le also told 
of the burglary of Bradley’s house on Har- 
rison street. The witness said he stood on 
the opposit side of the street while Dougher- 
ty went into the house. Hall and Slater 
stood in the alley. He saw Dougherty take 
off his shoes and throw them into a vacant 
lot. Ile saw him when. he came out of the 
window, and heard three shots fired, two of 
which he thought came from the outside and 
one inside. He joined Dougherty, Hall, and 
Slater, and all four ran down Miller street. 
Afterwards they went to Cooper's saloon, 
and all drank there. Later in the morning 
the witness, while with Dougherty, saw Mr. 
Bradley on Congress street. Hall, Dougher- 
ty, Slater, and himself went into No. 250 
South Halsted street to get some breakfast. 
Hall did not eat anything after or- 
dering, and was going out the door, 
when the waiter stopped him, and the witness 
told the waiter it was all right: he would pay 
for the meal. The witness said he asked for 
some catsup, and the waiter told himto “go 
to hell,“ and left the room. As he went out 
Doucherty called him some name, and the 
waiter picked up a chair, as if he was going 
to hit the witness. The chair struck him 
slightly on the cheek. The witness said he 
had a revolver, and he took it out of his 
pocket with the intention of frightening the 
waiter. The revolver was not loaded, neither 
could it be cocked. The waiter rushed to- 
wards the counter and was stooping under 
it when the witness went out the 
door. When about five feet away 
he heard the shot fired. The witness said he 
turned round quickly and saw Dougherty 
come out with a revolver in his hand. The 
revolver wa still smoking. Dougherty said 
to the witness: “l hit the — — and 
think 1 eroaked him.” The witness said 
Dougherty, Slater, and himself ran up De- 

uyster street, and afterwards went to a Sa- 
oom on Harrison street kept by a man 
named Wallace. Dougherty asked Wallace 
for a hat, and the latter gave him one. The 
witness said he and Dougherty went up- 
stairs, and a woman told them a man had 
just Leen killed on Halsted street. The wit- 
ness tald Dougherty it was time for them to 
go, and they walked to Jefferson street, Where 
Dougherty said he would get his mustache 
shaved off, so as to leave town. Dough- 
erty and the witness atterwards went to 
Cooper’s saloon, where Dougherty was ar- 
rested. The witness said that while in the 
debtors’ department of the jail Dougherty 
asked him if he didn’t want to eseape, and 
then told him it could be done easily if he 
only could get saws. The witness replied 
that he did not want to escape, when 
Dougherty said. For God's sake. go light on 
me. The witness said he had neither spoken 
nor associated with Dougherty for four 
years previous to the night preceding the 
murder, 

ON THE CROSS-EXAMINATION 

by Mr. O’Brien the witness admitted that he 
went to Bradley’s house with the intention 
ot showing Dougherty the location of the 
rooms, in order that a robbery might be et- 
fected, The witness said he had béen arrested 
once before for the burglary of Bradley's 
house, but was released after a few hours’ 
imprisonment. Witness denied having ad- 
mitted to any one that he had killed a man 
the morning of the murder. He also denied 
saying to Slater, “If yon will stand by mel’ll 
get a lawver for both of us.“ 

At the conelusion of the witness’ testimony 
the State’s-Attorney said he would ask that 
the jury return a verdict of “not guilty”. in 
the case of Charles Slater, as there was no 
evidence to connect him with the crime, and 
the evidence for the State was about all in. 
The only witness to be introduced would be 
Dr. Krost for the identification of the bullet 
taken from Johns’ body fn order to show that 
it fitted’ the pistol used by Dougherty.

A Financia! Heminiscence—The Release 


of Waldron’s Bondsmen. 

In the course of a few weeks there will be 
an election in the Village of Hyde Park for 
the purpose of ¢hoosing Trustees for the 
coming year. Some of the present incum- 
bents will be candidates for re@lection, and in 
view of that it may not be amiss to bring 
back to the public mind the facts connected 
with the settlement of the defalcation of 
Treasurer Waldron some years ago, by which 
settlement, it is alleged, it is not at all un- 
likely ‘that a large amount of money will be 


lost to, the taxpayers, all for the benefit of 


the bondsmen. 
Soon after the defaication 

THE VILLAGE BOARD ADOPTED AN ORDER, 
which set forth that the vHlage claimed that 
ex-Treasurer Waldron’s bondsmen were 
liable, a claim which they denied; that a suit 
was pending against the Fifth National Bank 
for money wrongfully paid to it by Waldron 
sufficient to cover the defaication, and that a 
large number of the sureties had become in- 
solvent. The resolution provided for the 
appointinent of a special committee consist- 


ing of the President of the board ana F. M. | 


Webster, the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, to adjust the claims against the 
bondsihen upon such terms as should seem 
best for the interests of the village. 

Last July the board passed a resolution re- 
questing this committee to make a report. In 
accordance with which, at the next meeting, 


the committee did report, havi com pro- 
mised with six of the sureties for $2,000, 
the following being their names: Th. 


E. Miller, J. bag Ely, John A. Crawford, D. C. 
Bradley,. Carney, and William P. Gray. 
The committee also reported that it hoped to 
effect a settlement wit 
sureties, by which an equal pro rata share 
should be secured to the village. 

One of the preambles to the resolution ap- 
pointing the Adjusting Committee set forth 
that a suit was pending against the Fifth 
National Bank, which, if won, would be suf- 
ficient to make good the defalcation. The 
village got . . ot $64,000 on this ac- 
tion in the Circuit Court. The decree was 
confirmed by the Appellate Court, but-re- 


_ versed by the Supreme Court and remanded 


for a new trial. There seems to be but litcle 
chance that the new trial will ever be prose- 
cuted. Some $35,000 has already been re- 
covered from the Waldron assets. The 
amount of the defalcation was $120,000, and 
with the $64,000 suit decided in favor of the 
‘iliage there would still be 
A DEFICIT OF AT LEAST $20,000, 

while well-informed men put it at nearer 
$30,000, as much, if not all, of the assets re- 
covered are in the shape of lands over which 
there has been much litigation and is at pres- 
ent considerable conflict of titl 

By the wording of the resolutiOn the infer- 
ence is also drawn that, as a large number of 
the sureties have been declared bankrupts 
and others are insolvent, the committee 
should get what they could from such bonds- 
men, and make such terms as to said com- 
mittee shall seem to the best interests of said 
village.” It therefore appeared to the com- 
mittee fhat it was to the best interests of the 


village to settle with six of the bondsmen for 


$2,000, as mentioned above. Without speek 
ing of the other five, D. C. Bradley, Vice- 
President of the Calumet lron & Steel Com- 
pany, is stated upon the best authority te 
have been worth at the time of settlement 
fully $250,000, 

As will be seen from the report of the 
special committee, “they hope to effect a 
settlement with the remaining eight bonds- 
men (or with their representatives), by which 
an equal pro rata amount shall be secured,“ 
and the committee were therefore: continued 
for that purpose. As a matter of fact, the 
committee have made no further settlement, 
and in all probability never will, as the bonds- 
men with whom settlement was made were 
so-selected from the several bonds that no

An Opinion by Justice Harlan, of ‘oe 
Supreme Court of the United 


Tue TRIBUNE announced over a week ago 
that Mr. Justice Harlan had decided the suit 
of Huse, Loomis & Co. against Glover, Shaw, 
and Kingman, Canal Commissioner s, in vor 
of the defendants. This was a suit by the 
complainants to recover tolls paid by them 
for the passage of their boats through the 
locks and dams on the IIlinois River, ou the 
ground that these locks and dams did not 
help the navigation of the Illinois, but were 
impediments in the way of its use by their 
boats ; and also that the imposition of tonnage 
duties under the name of tolls was a viola- 
tion of the ordinance for the government of 
the Northwestern Territory, andof that pro- 
vision of the Constitution prohibiting any 
State from laying any duty on tounage with- 
out the consent of Congress. 

The decision is in substance that the 8

of Illinois, in the absence of National legisla- 


tion upon the subject, can 
IMPROVE NAVIGABLE WATERS 


within its limits in such way and to such ex- 
tent as seems bes: to it, and that the statutes 


authorizing the exaction of tolls for the use 
of the locks are not in coaflict with the clause

duties. 

The following extracts from the opinion 
will give an idea of the reasoning of the 
court: 


The doctrines of the adjudged cases sustain 
the autborities of this State—there being no act 
of Congress forbidding u—to construct locks 
and dams upon the Lilinois River. Her avowed 
object in so doing was to improve the naviga- 
tion of that river and-effect a reduction of 
freights to the headwaters of gon Michigan 
and to the Mississippi River. The mode and ex- 
tent of such improvement, in the absence of 
National legisiation, based upon the power of 
Congress to reguiate commerce, was her deter- 
mination. Her discretion in such matters is not 
to be contrghed by the courts so long as Con- 
gress does hot interfere. That locks and dams 
cause some delay to or in some degree 
affect the interésts of those whose busi- 
ness on the Illinois River does not 
absolutelv require the use of such instrumen- 
talities may be conceded. But f, in the judg- 
ment ot the State, which has jurisdiction over 
all persons things within its limits, except 
as restrain by the National Constitution, the 
system of locks and dams is more advantageous 
to the general public than the river iu its natu- 
ral condition; if she deems it important to im- 


prove the navigation of the Litinois River, al-

The only remaining question which we deem 
it necessary to consider relates to the right of 
the State to charge toils for the passage and use 
of these iocks, such tolis being based upon the 
tonnage measurement of the boats and their 
cargoes. It is contended by complainants that 
the exaction of these tolls ie inconsistent with 
that of the Constitution whic 
probibits the States, without the consent of 
Congress, from taying any duty — tonnage. 
The court is of opinion that the right of the 
State to charge for the use of the — may be 
placed upon the same ground upon which rests 
the authority of mumecipal corporations, own- 
ing improved wharves upon the navigabie 
waters of the United States, to charge for the 
use of such wharves for vessels, even those ii- 
censed under the laws of the United States and 
enguged in commerce with foreign nations} or 
among the several States, municipal reguia- 
tions of this character have u maintained 
even where the wharfage-fees are measured by 
the tonnage of the vessel using the wharves. 

The court is of opinion, for the reasons given, 
that the State of Illinois 

HAS THE SAME POWER 

to improve the navigable waters within her 
limits that she possesses over other highways; 
ano where money has been expended in mak 
im provements, it is competent for the State to 
impose tolls for their use, even where the 
stream is one to which the regulations of com- 
merce may be extended. This statement of the 
rule is, however, subject always to the quali- 
fication that the acdon of the State touching 
navigable streams within ber 9g bee ~ 4 is sub- 
ordinate to the paramount authority of the Na- 
tion, whenever and as it may be exercised, 
under the power granted to Congress of regulat- 
ing commerce with foreiga nates and among 
the several Beaten. 


A DRUN KEN BRAWL.

She had been married before to 
George Parker, from whom she was di- 
voreed. She had always been actively - 
waged in her husband’s office attending to 
correspondence. During the time Mr. King 
was in the Olympic Theatre almost the entire 
work of the dramatic ageney was done Wy 
her, and she was frequently obliged to wor 
in the evening in order to keep up with 
correspondence. She had known Mr. 
Schmitt about a year and a half, and for the 
last year he had made it a point to drop into 
the office every week, perhaps two or 
three days in the week, although without 
any ostensibie purpose. "He seemed to take 
a fatherly interest in their affairs, and since 
her husband had beén engaged at the Olymp- 
ic Schmitt’s visits had become more fre- 
quent. Several times he had called at her 
private rooms, generaliy making some flimsy 
excuse for doing soa, and from the manner in 
which he acted she had become afraid of 
him, although she did not want to say any- 
thing for fear of. injuring her husband’s in- 


terests. She had never requested Mr. 
Schmitt to call at her office. On 
the evening of Thursday, Feb. 1. 
she was sitting in the office of the 


Olympic Theatre waiting for her husband, 
when Schmitt came in and began to talk to 
her. His familiar manner frightened her, 
and she starved down-Stairs, telling him she 
was going home. She called Mr. King and 
told him she was afraid of Schmitt and 
would go over to their agency on Madison 
street and wait for him there. „She went 
over to their agency, and had been there 
about ten minutes when Mr. Schmitt came 
in, saying to her: I thought you said you 
were going home.“ She replied that she had 
changed ber mind, and was waiting for her 
husband, whom she was expecting every 
moment. Schmitt wanted to lock the door, 
but she forbade his doing so. He then made. 
an indecent proposal to her, asking her to 
go with him to his office, as people there 
would not know her, and would think she 
was his wife, tle said if she would consent he 
would sign the contract with Mr. King mak- 
ing him manager of the theatre. Upon her 
refusal Schmitt grasped her in his arms and 
she struggied and screamed. At this mo- 
ment her husband entered. She had never 
entered into any conspiracy with ber hus- 
band to entice Mr, Schmitt into their office 
for the purpose of blackmailing. 

W. T. KING, THE HUSBAND 
of the previous witness, and one of the de- 
fendants in the case, testified as to the man- 
ner he became acquainted with Mr. Schmitt, 
and-also what business connection they had 
had, and about his wife calling him out on 
Feb. 1, saying she was going to the office, as 
site was afraid of Schmitt. As soon as he 
could get away he went to the Madison street 
office to meet his wife. When he got in the 
hall he heard screams, hurried into his office 
and found his wife struggling with Schmitt. 
He applied a vulgar epithet to Schmitt and 
ordered him out of the office. Schmitt cried 
like a baby, and begged for merey in the 
name of his famlly, saying that this would 
ruin him, and offered him (King) the lease 
of the theatre if he would say nothing about 
the matter. Hetold Schmitt he would ac- 
ay > nothing from him, but finally consented 
to buy the theatre for $7,000, payments to be 
made as soon as he could make them, and 
gave him his notes. Schmitt was so nervous 
he could not write, and witness made out 
the transfer. Schmitt signed the transfer, 
and said: Mr. King, I have acted like a 
villain, and done you à grevious wrong.“ 
The following day Schmitt called at the 
theatre and told.King that he thought that 
he (Schmitt) had been made the victim of 
a damnable: conspiracy. Witness then 
offered to give him back the lease and 
told him to return the notes. Schmitt then 
begged his pardon and said he did not mean 
it When Schmitt was arrested King said 
Pinkerton offered to let the case dropif King 
would return the lease, but he refused., At 
the Justice’s office Trude made the same 
proposition, saying they could demand $20,- 
000 ball, and, as it was Saturday evening, ne 
and his wife would have to go to jail unless 
he gave up the lease: and rather than see his 
wife locked up he ‘handed Mr. Trude the 
lease. He did not tell Mr. Trude he had 
done the job because he was — up, as tes- 
tified to by Pinkerton and other 

On cross-examination, Mr. King admitted 
that he had 

PLEADED GUILTY OF CONSPIRACY 
in the Criminal Court some time ago, but 
said he did so on the advice of his at rney, 
Mr. Trude, and was fined $100, 

‘This ended the testimony in behalf of the 
defense, who left their casein the hands of 
the court. Mr. Trude summed up the case 
brietly, stating that it was as clear a case of 
couspiracy as he had ever known. 

Justice Hammer said he was of the opinion 
that there had been a “little pressure“ 
brought to bear, and bound the prisoners 
over to await the action ot the l 
Mrs. King’s father, J. II.
